Tankers take valley with heads like 'Kojak' 


*We had it — you didn't" (40 
Valley titles from 1944 to 1985) 

We've got it — you don’t” 
(Valley title number 41 in 1989) 

*We'll have it — you won't" 
(An optimistic look toward 1990) 

And so went the 1990 slogan of 
the Arthur Hill boy's swim team 
as they managed to keep the Val- 
ley title they regained in 1989 to 
give them number 42. 

The Saginaw Valley League 
Swimming Championship meet 
in March was conquered by a 
strong swim team led by a large 
group of seniors along with many 
talented underclassmen. It was a 
team effort as almost the entire 
team qualified for the Valley meet 
— some in as many as three 
events. 

Winning the 42nd title was an 
emotional moment for the seven 
seniors on the team, according to 
captain Greg Dixon, as a long 
awaited goal the group made as 
sophomores was completed. 

“At the start of the sophomore 
year," said Dixon, 'the Arthur Hill 
Swim Team was in a slump as 
they had lost the Valley title for 
three years in a row. 

"Coach Staudacher had just 
came to Arthur Hill to try to turn 
things around and we were his 
first group of sophomores. They 
made a goal to win the Valley as 
juniors to end the eighties and also 
win for the first time in the nine- 
ties before we graduated. 

“Although I knew they would 
always accomplish this goal, it 
was pretty emotional when it re- 
ally happened," said Dixon. 

Written on the wall in the swim- 
ming locker room is the class of 
1990 slogan: “They came with a 
mission — a goal to achieve. The 
last of the 1980s, the first of the 
1990s. The 'Valley' twice 
wewould retrieve." 

According to coach Dave Stau- 
dacher, the senior swimmers were 
the backbone of the team. 

None of them may have broken 
any records, but they stuck to- 
gether, kept improving, and put 
the Arthur Hill swim team in good 
shape," Staduacher said. 

The loss of experience will 
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cause the team to go through a 
rebuilding period, said Stau- 
dacher, as only two seniors will 
move up next year. 

Extreme sophomore talent will 
keep the team on track, however, 
according to Staudacher. Sopho- 
more Steve Skelcy is one of the 
most promising new comers to 
this years team. Skelcy's events 
include the 200 and 500 freestyle. 
In the 500 free Skelcy is ranked 
top in the SVL, in the 200 he is 
ranked second. Jim and Jerry 
Inman will also provide depth for 
the team as they both have two 
more years left to swim. 

A powerhouse swimmer will 
still be a part of the team too, as 
junior Esau Pritchett is keeping 
tradition and following his 
brother Enos' wake. Pritchett 
placed first in the 100 butterfly 
and second in the 50 freestyle in 
the SVL. Pritchett also qualified 
for the state meet in the 100 butter- 
fly. His brother Enos was the 
1989 captain of the team and also 
qualified for State competition. 

The tanker divers are no excep- 
tion from success as they were 
ranked second, fourth, fifth, and 
sixth in the SVL in March. Even 
though the loss of second ranked 
Tor Andrewes and fourth ranked 
Frank McCloskey will be felt 
deeply, sophomore Rusty Bush 
(who was ranked fifth) and 
Damion Gitchell (who was 
ranked sixth) will fill the shoes of 
the upperclassmen with no prob- 
lems. 

One of the main reasons for the 
boys swim team being the most 
successful team in the history of 
Arthur Hill is their great pride, 
tradition, and dedication. 

“Their senior group this year 
has been together since junior 
high and they really were dedi- 
cated and showed what true team- 
work is all about as they were all 
very close,” said Staudacher.

Somewhere between the end of 
last year and the beginning of this 
season the Arthur Hill wrestling 
program improved.

They are the Amercian 
College Test and the Schoolastic Aptitude Test. 
Every college-bound student faces one of these 
tests at one time or another in their life, and a lot 
of them are scared that they will fail. 

English teacher Mary Roberts said, "You 
should take the PSAT during your sophomore 
year, and that will prepare you for the ACT/SAT 
tests because most English teachers don't give 
pre-test exercises." 

Roberts, who does give her English classes pre- 
tests, said the exercises really do help students do 
better on the final tests. 

“Exposure is good beforehand because you are 
given the same amount of time and the same type 
of format that would be found in the ACT/SAT. 
That should help students to know what to expect 
on the tests," Roberts added. 

Roberts also said, * You can't expect the same 
exact questions on both tests, but they won't test 
you over something that wasn't in the pre-test 
booklet that they give you." 

There are five catagories on which the ACT is 
based on. They are: punctuation, grammar, dic- 
tion and style, logic and organization, and sene- 
tence structure. Roberts covers all of those with 
her students, usually by doing the exercises once 
a week.

‘The Heartbeat of the Hill’ 


Last year whileBiology teacher, Al Garcia was 
in Chicago at a science seminar, he was exposed to 
an E. K. G. machine. It was love at first site. Garcia 
thought this package of machinery would be won- 
derful to use in his human biol- 
ogy classes. 

In order for Garcia to even 
consider trying to get the E. K. 
G. machine, he had to have the 
idea approved by the S3P 
Committee. The committee 
accepted and approved the 
idea. 

After the approval by the 
S3P, Garcia applied for a mini 
C. B. B. Grant. The grant he 
applied for was for $4,000. 
The grant was approved and Garcia received his E. 
K. G. machine. The equipment is made by Thorton 
Industries in Massachusetts. 

An E. K. G. machine (electrocardiogram) is a 
machine that is used to take tests of the heart, 
cardiograms, and encephlograms. The equipment 
may also be used to test pulse and respiration. The 
pulse and respiration can be taken during different 
circumstances to show the difference of pulse and 
respiration before, during, and after excercise. The 
E. K. G. may also take two different tests at one time
